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mado it possible to land salmon from the
Columbia river, Oregon, in New York,
in exaotly reven daya after they are taken
from the water,” sald Mr. E. Q. Blaok-
ford, * umg!!on it Itmh twenty-oune
days to bring Oregon salmon to our mar-
icu. Although it is not genorally known
it may be said that the Columbia river is
tho most iflo fish stream in the world,
its annual yield being ten times greater
than that of any other river.

“Heretofors the Columbia river salmon
bave bean eithor salted or canned, and 80
abundant was the yield last year that the
world was glutted with canned salmon,
The markot was greatly overatooked, and
instances wore known where dozens of
one pound cans were sold as low ns one
oent each. .

#As soon as the xalmon began to run in
the Columbia river this spring shipments
were commenoed from Portland, Oregon,

the Pacific express and were land in
this ity in good order and sold at retail
for twonty five conts per pound."
The Four Varteties,

There are four different varieties of sal-
mon found in the Columbia river. The
first makes its appearance in March, and
is known as the ‘'‘steel head' (Salmo
gardnerii), These fish are noted for the
faot that their skull bone is so hard
that it cannot be out with a hatohet. In
welght they average from twelve to twenty
pounds each, and their fiesh, whioh is a
pale pink, has an insipid tlavor and is not
esteemed good eating by the Oregonians.
The pext variety is the ** Chinook' (On-
corhyncun guinna). lo shape and size it
diffors from the *' stecl bLead," being o
much broader lish, chuvky and of larger
miza ; its weight rucs from fifteen to fifty
pound each; in color its flesh is o very
deep red. Iis tlavor ia equal to the Ken.
nebeck salmon, and this is the fish that is
usidd by the canuer,

The third wariety is the ** blue biack '
snlmon, which has not as yet been classi
fled by rolentists. It is very muoch smaller
than the two just named, weighicg ouly
from three to five pounds each, The
* blue black "' is a symmetrical flah, [ts
flash 18 deep red in color and egual in
flavor to the *Chinook.” DBoth the
Chinook and the blue black differ from
the stee) head, as their skolls can be easily
wplit open with a kuife. The fourth and
last varlety is o salmon that weighs from
fiftecn to twenty pounds and resembles in
every partioular the California or rainbow
trout. Like the ** raindow " it has o red
dish band rupnping from its head to itstail.
Its flosh ia pale pink in color and in flavor
inferior to the Clinook.
